he ſhould gain the-whole world-and'loſe his own

{o much pains to get.uncertain riches, which cannot - 
deliver 1n the day of the, wrath of the Lord, and 
which men know not who ſhall inherit : We do from -_ 
our affe&tionto the ſalvation of your immortalſouls, 
moſt earneſtly befeech and warn you'to cry after | 
knowledge, and lift up your voice for underſtanding, 
ſeeking her as filver, and ſearching for her as for hid
